7 taine, foz diners reaſonsof State, and thee — good and 
y 5 775 ſafety ofthis our Common wealth, We did tauſe Our Pzocla- 
Nl mation to bee publiſhed foꝛ reſtraint of new Buildings, and fo? 
N reedilping old Houſes with bꝛicke, 02 bꝛicke and ſtone, within 
[our City of London and two miles of the Gates thereof, 
= which hach bene ſeconded by diucrs other Hur Pꝛotlamations 
= made and publiſhed, aſwell in the fift and ſixte, as in theninth# 
lirteeuth yeres of Our eigne: all which, many perſous out of a pꝛuate reſpett of their 
owne gainc, without regard of Our Commandements, oꝛ the generall æ tommon good 
ſo often mentioned in the ſaid P2oclainations, haue taken the boldneſſe to violate ſo as 
contrarie to Our diſpoſition, Me haue bene inkoꝛtced (fo2 pꝛeuention of the growing euill) 
to caule due pꝛoteedings to bee heldagainſt ſome ofthe offenders againſt Our Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion in Our High Court of Starre chamber, where oꝛder hath bene ginen fo2 demolt- 
ſhing the houles ok diners offenders in that kinde, and ok others who haue built vpon 
new foundations; wherein Wee finding the number of offenders to be ſo many, as if we 
ſhould haue pꝛoteeded againſt all of them in ſuch exemplary fozme of Juſtite, wee ſhould 
haue cauſed great deuaſtation in Our City of London & the places adiacent thereunto. 
Neuerthelcſle the offences being alike, it could not ſtand withthe rule of Our Juſtice to 
make ſome examples ot Our diſpleaſure and let others paſſe with impunitie: Wee were 
therefoze graciouſly plealed to graunt a commiſſion lately to tertaine perſons ok truſt; 
giuingthem power to call befoze them ſuch as had offended againſt Our ſayd Pꝛoclama⸗ 
tions, and foꝛ Us and on Our behalte to compound with them foꝛ their offences, there» 
by to deterre them and others foꝛ aduenturing the like in time to tome. 


And wheras ſome Mechantcall perſons inhabiting in oꝛ about Sur Citie of London, 
who to wozke their owne endes in point of p2ofit, haue beene the pꝛintipall occaſion of 
ſo great defoꝛmitie in Buildings, by reaſon of ſo many baſe Tenements and Cottages 
oflate yeeres eretted within the Suburbes of Our faide Citie, which Wee are plealed to 
make Our Chamber, and whereunto ſo many States and Nations haue recourſe by 
their dafly repaire vnto Us: ſo the ſame perſons, ozothersof wozſe condition, finding 
themlelues checked oꝛ reſtrained by the directions giuen in Our laſt Pꝛotlamation foꝛ the 
building with bꝛicke, doe endeuour to poſſeſſe by kind of infection ſpꝛead into the minds 
of many Hur good and well diſpoſed Subietts, that the end or ſuch Our Royall comman- 
de ment ſhould be extended to ſome pecuniary diſpenſation, oz Wholly to be releaſed vpon 
ſuits to bee made vnto Us : Mee minding nothing lelle, haue thought fit to declare Our 
ſelues and Our further pleaſure herein, that Wee are ſo karre from giuing any toleration 
oꝛ releaſe in that kinde, as wee are reſolued, aſwell out of many reaſons of State condu- 
ting to Our honour, and the honour of Our Poſteritie, as foꝛ the publicke pꝛeſeruation 
of Our People from the danger of fire, conſtantly to vpholde and continue Our late pꝛe⸗ 
{cript foꝛ Building with bꝛicke oꝛ ſtone, and not otherwile, no in any other foꝛme o2 
maner then in this pꝛeſent Pꝛoclamation is pꝛeſcribed; which the better to manifeſt Our 
full and abſolute pleaſure therein, wee haue cauſed to be againe renewed and remembꝛed 
to Out People whom it may concerne. 

And Wee haning been lately mooned by lome of Our Commiſſioners imploped in 
this Our leruice, foꝛ ſome further grace and fauour to be extended toſuchof our Subiects 
as noware, oꝛ ſhall bee willing to confozme themſelues, and to reedifie their dwelling 
houſes with Bzicke oz Stone, and to wapue and auopd that noyſome peſter of Bulkes, 
Stalls, Shedds, Cants, and Juttpes, wherewith Our Streetes are in all places fo 
much tumbꝛed and annoied, that it tak eth away the benefit of apre, ſweetnes, and decency 
of the ſame ; And that Wee would bee pleaſed to inlarge their authozity foz the ſetting 
fooꝛth ofthe foundation oꝛ ground ofeuery one that ſhall ſo tonfoꝛme in ſuch ſozt, as may 
beſt beautific the Street where ſuch buildings are, and may encourage thoſe that will 
new build their houſes, and hold vnifoꝛmitie though the whole Range of ſuchStreet 
oꝛ Streets where ſuch buildings are: whereunto Wee graciouſly inclyning,hane by Hur 
Commiſſion vnder Our great Seale of England, giuen them ſuch power and authozitie 
in that behalfe, as ſhall ſeeme good to their wile domes and dilcretions, and as map agree 
with the conuentencie and detentie ok the place, and the widencſle of the Street where 
ſuch building oꝛ reedikying ſhall bee. 

Laſtly, to the end that from hencefooꝛth no moꝛe oz further toleration 02 conninencie 
bee vſed towards them that ſhall contemptuouſly oppoſe Our ropall commandement 
in Buildings oꝛ ſhall ſeeke by deuiſes and ſhifts to auoide the direction thereof, onely by 
making new the lower Stoꝛie of any dwellinghouſe of Timber, oꝛ by leauing the lower 
Stoꝛe ſtanding, doe new build the vpper part ok their houſes with Timber, oꝛ doe in⸗ 
large any part of their houſes towards the ſtreet with Juttyes, oz Cant windowes, 02 
otherwtle: Wee heereby command Our Attourney generall, that hee from time to time 
vpon certificate of ſuch oz any other tale of offence in Building, contrary to Our ſayde 
Pꝛotlamations to bee made from Our ſayd Commiſſioners, oz any foure oz moze of 
them, vndertheir hands in wziting,doepzocced foꝛ Us, and in Our name againſt ſuch ol. 
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fenders and euerpofthem, alwellby way of Will oꝛ infoꝛmation to be exhibited into Our 
high Court of Starre-chamber, as otherwiſe vpon the examination and confeſſion of 


the ſaid offenders oꝛany of them, taken befoze Our laid Atturney, actoꝛding to the courſe 
and Pꝛeſidents of Our ſaid Court in like caſes, 


And Wee further will and command the Toꝛd Maio? of the Citie of London, and 
the Aldermen, and Reco2der of the ſaid City, foꝛ the time being, and allo all and euery 
Our Juſtices of Peace, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs, ⁊ all other Our Officers, 
and louing Subiects, alwel within Libertics as without, within Our Counties of Mid⸗ 
dleſer, and Surrep, to be ayding and aſſiſting to Our ſaid Commiſſioners, and euerp 
of them, in the due execution of Our plealure herein, as they, and euery of them will be 
accomptable foꝛ the ſame when we ſhall require it. And to the end that Our Subiects, 
within the places and limits akoꝛeſaid, map be the better foꝛewarned and taught to per- 
foꝛme their obediente in the pꝛemiſles, which we ſtraitly will and require at their hands: 


Vr expreſſe will and pleaſure is, That in erecting of new Buildings heereafter, cuery whole Story 
of and in ſuch houſes, and Buildings, and all and cucry the roomes of ſuch whole Story, ſhall bee 
of the height of ten footcot allize at the lcaſt, and euery halfe Story ot and in ſuch houſes, and Buil- 
dings, ſhall bee of the height of ſeuen foote, and a halte at the leaſt; and that the forefront and ourward 
\Walles, and the Iambes, Heads, and Soy les of the Windowes (hall bee of Bricke, or ot Pricke and Stone, 


and the Windowes (being of Timber) not to be put in vntill the lambes and heads aforeſaide be tiniſhed 


and beare of themſclues. 


And if the ſaide Buildings doe not exceede two Stories in height, then the Walles thereof ſhall be of 
che thickneſſe of one Bricke, and halfe a Brickes length, from the ground ynto the vppermoſt part of the 
laid Walles: And where the Building ſhall be of the height of two Stories, the Walles of the firſt Story 


{hall be of the thickeneſſe of two Brickes lengrh, and from thence vnto the vppermoſt part of the Wall, of 
the thickeneſſe of one Bricke and halfe a Brickes length. 


And that in Building of the ſaide houſes, there ſnall bee no lutties or Iutting, or Cant windowes, 
eicher vpoa Timber loy{tes, or orherwile, but the Walles to goe direct and ſtreight vpwards, and at the 
leuuug off, a water Table to be made, Allo the lights of the Windowes ofeuery whole Story, to bee of 
more height then breadth, to the end the roomes may receiue ay re for health, and that there may bee a 
iuthcicnr peere of Bricke, betweene the Windowes for ſtrength, Aud likewile the Windowes of euery 
halfe Story to be made ſquare euery way, or ncerethercabours. 


And laſtly, that all _ in euery Principall Streete of Trade, be made with Pillaſters of hard Stone, 


or bricke, and the heads of the Shop windows cut in wedges Archwile, to ſuſtaine the Wall about it, 
and for ornament of the Streets.
